THE 8 5 0 , 0 0 0 , 0 0 0 A YEAR PAID FOB PENSIONS 


[Special Correspondence.] 


WASHINGTON, 
May 
24.—The 
president's 
veto of a large n u m b e r of pension bills passed 
b y congress, has called attention to the im- 
mense sums which the United States has been 
paying out in pensions. 
Of the 9,000 bills 
introduced 
into 
the 
house 
this 
session, 
about one-third ai'e bills granting private 
pensions, 
and 
it 
has 
become 
possible 
for any ¿soldier, whether he has seen hard 
service or not. to get a pension, provide'! he 
has a f J ieiid or two in the house or senate. 
Soldiers wbope claims have been rejected b y 
the pension oliice make their api^lication to 
congress and 
they are granted. 
Bills for 
pensioning different classes of soldiers not 
now on the rolls are passed with little dis- 
cussion, and 
during 
the last congi'ess w e 
came within an ace of the extension of the 
arrears act, which would have involved 
a n 
additional expenditure of $250,000,000. 
Sup- 
posing the population of the United States to 
be 50,^^00,000. this would have been a n addi- 
tional tax of $5 upon every man, 
woman 
and chi d in the country. 
Counting five to 
the family, it would have been $25 e x t r a 
taxes for every family in the United 
States, 
and considering t h a t the t a x is an indirect 
one, it would have been evenly distributed, 
with little regard to wealth. 


No country in the world compares with 
the United States in her liberality to her 
wounded soldiers. 
For years oast our pen- 
sions have averaged between $50,000,000 and 
$66,000,000 a year, and in 
1885 the total 
amount p lid out from the beginning of 
the 
governm nt was more than $724,000,000. 
A t 
the .same rate it must be more than $800,- 
000,000 a t the present time. 
This makes the 
pension 
expenditures 
of 
the 
government 
more than one-twelfth of all its exnenses, 
not including interest, since its organization. 
W e have paid out in pensions about ona- 
sixth as much as we have paid for wars, and 
we seem to be increasing in our outlay each 
year. 
In 
1883 
the 
pension 
payments 
amounted to $66,000,000, or about $6 for 
every family in the country. 
In 1790 the 
pension tax was on a rough estimate less 
than 
twenty-five cents a 
family, and 
in 
1833, when a larger a m o u n t was paid for 
pensions than in a n y one year up to 1863, the 
average \va.s less than $1.50 a family. 
The 
great bulk of our pension expenditure has 
been to the soldiers of the lato war. 
In the 
first ten years of our government there were 
only four in which our pension expenses r a n 
over $100,000 a year, and for the next 
fifteen 
years, or until the pensions of the war 
ot 
1812 began to come in, they were less tham 
this yearly. 
They never an)ounted to mor« 
than $5.000,000 a year until 1865, when they 
jumped to $16,000,000. 
Since th-n they have 
been so increasing that they now make about 
one-third of our yearly expenses, and it costs 
each family in the United States from $5 to 
$8 a year to p a y the bills. 


The civil pension list has increased con- 
siderably within the last three years, and the 
widows of the presidents now receive $5,000 
a year each. 
Mrs. Polk is yet alive, and is 
living at Nashville. 
John Tyler's second 
wife has $5,000 sent yearly to her home in 
Kichmond, and Mrs. James A. Garfield has 
the same amount sent to her at CleveUu)(i 
Zach Tay or's daughter gets $50 a month on 
account of her father's services in i be Mexi- 
can war, and the widow of Admiral Farragut 
receives $2,000 a year by a special act of con- 
gress. 
Among the widows of noted generals 
•who draw pensions from the government are 
those of E B. Baker, Robert Anderson, the 
hero of Fort Sumter; George H. Custer, the 
Indian fighter; Daniel Mr Cook, of the fight- 
McCooks: Jbhn A. Bawlins, Frank P. 


Biair, Surgeon General Woods and James B. 
IfcPberson. 
There are about eighty revo- 
lutionary widows still on the pension rolls, 
and the majority of tiiese come from the 
aoathem states. 


There were about 2,000,000 soldiers in the 
late war. 
Of these 200,000 left no personal 
relatives 
and about 
1.000,000 
have not 
asked for pensions. 
From 1861 to 1884 
820,000 claims were filed for pensions, and at 
that time 487,000 of these had been allowed. 
These pensions ranged from $1 to $73 a 
month, and the average pension received by 
the soldiers at present is about $107 a year.

It is easy to see that the business of grant- 
ing these pen^'ions must be immense. 
The 
pension department here at Washington has 
over 1.500 clerks and it keeps them very 
busy indeed. 
The letters alone of the de- 
partment run into the hundred thousands 
every month, and during a year it receives 
nearly 100,000 letters from congress alone 
It writes out and sends out by mail more 
than 1.000.000 letters a year, and its average 
for months at a time is as high as 5,000 let- 
ters a day. 
It is against the law for the de- 
partment to accept postage stamps sent for 
replies in asking for information, and one 
clerk is kept busy constantly returning such 
stamps. 
Every stamp is returned in a sep- 
arate envelope to the person who sent it, and 
these postage stamps so returned are more 
than 1,000 a month. 
A number of clerks 
are kept constantly busy in signing the com- 
missioner's name, and many clerks in the de- 
partment have been there for years. 


Going into the pension department is like 
going into an immense counting room. 
Hun- 
dreds of clerks work in each room, each at a 
desk with a great stack of papers beside him, 
and all, both men and women, working like 
nailers. 


There is litt'e chance for fraud in the 
granting of pensions. 
The claims must be 
filed and proved according to law. 
The sol- 
dier must show a case which corresponds 
with the records in the war department, and 
the doctors must testify to his disability. 
The clerks of the department, and even the 
commi.csioner, have nothing to do with hand- 
ling the money, and it must all be sent out 
through the treasury. 
Let us look at the 
granting of a pension claim. 
It must first 
be submitted with the appropriate evidence, 
and 
this 
is compared 
with the muster 
rolls and the records in the war department. 
It goes through a number of different bands, 
and if It is found to be all right the com- 
missioner signs a requisition on the treas- 
ury for its paymenj^ 
This requisition has 
to go through thirteen bureaus before it can 
be paid,' and in the first place there must be 
a fund in the treasury appropriated by con- 
gress for the jjayment of the class to which 
it belongs. 
The 
commissioner 
sends 
it 
to 
the 
secretary 
of 
the 
interior. 
He 
signs it and sends it to the comptroller of 
the treasury. 
The second comptroller signs 
it and sends it to the third auditor. 
The 
third auditor looks over it and having af- 
fixed his signature sends it over to the war-' 
rant division. 
And from here it goes to the 
r^fister of the treasury, who looks it over, 
puts his mark upon it and gives it to the 
division of accounts. 
If it is found all right 
here it is presented to the United Stales 
treasurer for his signature. 
It has now to 
go back to the division of accounts to be 
registered. 
Then 
to 
the 
register 
of 


the 
treasury 
to 
be 
signed 
by 
him, 
then 
to the division of accounts to be 
mailed to the pension agent who is to pay 
the claim, and another note must be sent to 
tell the agent that there is money placed to 
his account here for the payment of the 
claim. 
This is the process through which 
every claim for pension must go through, 
whether it be for$l a month, for the shooting 
off of the end of a little finger, or for $100 a 
week, as in the case of the wives of the dead 
presidents. 
It is easy to see that it would jje 
impossible to defraud the government, ex- 
cept in the a'lowing of the claim 
The leaks 
of the treasury are not in the department, 
but in congress. 
It would take a smart 
clerk indeed to steal any money from Uncle 
Sam, but the law gives congress power to 
vote away any such sums as it deems good; 
and congress, in its hurried, slipshod way of 
legislating, 
votes away 
millions 
without 
knowing where they go. 


The president is very close-mouthed in 
relation to his coming marriage. 
He has

spondent, and all interviews which 
have 
been pul)Iished with him on the subject are 
fictitious, 
it is generally believed here that 
the marriage will take place in June.

is by no means pleasant to live in. 
It is a 
great hotel with none of a hotel's privacy. 
The president has only half a dozea rooms 
that he can call his own. 
Both himself and 
his wife are bothered with visitors all day 
long, and a moru gossiping set than these 
people of Washington riever existed. 
From 
early in the morning till late at night there 
I is no quiet. 
G™. Sherman called the place 
the other nam > for ha les, and he had about 
as close an association with it as men can 
get without being its occupant. 
In the 
meantime the preddent is looking remark- 
ably well, and is apparently free from the 
ordinary ups and downs of a matrimonial 
engagement.

It has 
been establised only a little over a year and 
it has now seventy inmates. 
The drive to it 
leads through the most fashionable part of 
the city, and you go past most elegant resi- 
dences and by the site of some of the old for- 
tifications in going to i t It comprises thirty- 
six 
acres, 
beautifully 
laid 
out 
with 
trees and 
shrubbery, and when I drove 
into 
it 
the 
other 
day 
the grass was 
being 
cut, 
and *the smell of the new 
mown 
hay 
raked 
up by 
two soldiers 
in gray had in it nothing of the powder of 
the battlefield, nor had the bows with which 
they greeted me anvthing of the hatred to 
the north which prevailed when the uniforms 
thpy are now wearing were those of a mighty 
army. 
This home is like no other soldiers' 
home in the United States, and I doubt if 
there is one like it in the world. 
It is con- 
structed on the cottage plan, and the five 
cottages which comprise the homes of these 
disabled Confederates are as pretty as those 
you will find at the seashore. 
They are 
beautifully painted, and are fitted up with 
all the comforts of home. 
In company with 
Gea Terry, the superintendent of the home, 
I passed through several of them. 
The sol- 
diers' rooms were clean, and they looked 
very comfortable. 
In one of them I noticed 
the picture of Gen. Lee hanging over the 
mantel, and under it was written, "Our 
Hero." 
In another two soldiers were chat- 
ting, and I noted a pet cat lying on the bed 
and purring u der the caresses of one of 
them. 
The men live in these cottages and 
eat at a common tabla 
They are satisfied 
and happy. 
Papers are sent out for them to 
read, and they have a lil)rary and a hospital 
The home is maintained by private contribu- 
tion, and it promises to grow into a great 
institution.

KNIGHTS OF LABOR. 


Their Convention at Cleveland. 


CIIEVKLAND, O., May 26.—After the 
admission of new delegates Master Work- 
man Powderly made an extemporaneous 
address, in which he reviewed the growth 
of the order, its strikes and boycotts. 
He counselled patience and moderation. 
Committees were appointed and the con- 
vention adjourned till to-morrow. A plan 
is on foot to call in all the present or- 
ganizers on account of the injudicious 
conduct of some. 


The stone masons' strike at Pittsburg 
was compromised at a conference of con- 
tractors and employes last night, and 
work was resumed to-day. 


About 1,200 iron workers in the em- 
ploy of the Kensington mills at Phila- 
delphia demanded an advance in wages 
averaging about 7 per cent. 


Rt. Rev. Uisshop Dwenger reached 
home this afternoon from his confirma- 
tion tour to South Bend and vicinity, 
the Rt. Rev. Prelate administered con- 
firmation last Sunday in St. 
Mary's 
church to 
fifty-three 
persons; in St. 
Patrick's he confirmed ninety-five; in St. 
Joseph's eighty-eight, and St. Hedwig's, 
320. 
On Monday at Notre Dame, 
he 
administered the rite to seventy five, 
and at St. Mary's academy to ten. 
On 
Tuesday, a St. Stanislaus church, a Po- 
lish settlement near South Bend, he con- 
firmed 160, making a total of 807. 
The 
bishop 
is 
still 
suflFering 
from 
a 
very 
severe 
cold, 
but 
notwith- 
standing this fact the right reverend gen- 
tleman preached eloquent and able ser- 
mons at each of the confirmations re- 
corded above. 


The council last night voted Mr. W. 
W. Rockhill a month's leave of absence. 
Mr. Rockhill has been ill for some time 
and will go to Waukesha for his health. 
Mr. Rockhill is not running for oflSco 
now and needs no enconiums for any 
special purpose, but he is an admirable 
ofiicer, a kind, courteous gentleman, and 
the alfairs of the city clerk's office are 
like a primer under his guiding 
hand. 
He has earned a leave of absence.

THE MASONS. 


The Sixty-Sixth Annual Session— 
Reports of the Officers. 


The sixty-sixth annnal grand lodge of 
the Free and Accepted Masons of Indi- 
ana began at Masonic Temple, Indianap- 
olis, yesterday, with about 500 represen- 
tatives. 
The session was devoted to re* 
receiving the reports of ofiScrs and com- 
mittees and the appointment of new com- 
mittees. 


Grand Master Albert P. Charles, of 
Seymour, in his annual address shows a 
decrease in membership, but that it has 
resulted from causes which have placed 
the lodges upon a stronger footing than 
for some years past. 
He has taken up 
the charters of Greenwood, Morefield, 
Timnelton, Kankakee and Canton lodges, 
and has annulled the charters of four- 
teen lodges for failure and refusal to pay 
their dues and inability to sustain them- 
selves. 
Four lodges—Hudson, Carbon, 
Stockwell and Rockfield—have surren- 
dered their charters, and dispensations 
have been granted for new lodges at 
Scottsburg and Terre^. Haute, and seven 
applications for dispensations have been 
refused. 
A reduction of dues to fifty 
cents, a return to the system of annual 
meetings and an increase of $200 a year 
to the secretary's salary were recom- 
mended. 
The plessing announcement 
was made that the grand lodge was out 
of debt and now had nearly $12,000 in 
the treasury. 
Appropriate mention was 
made of the death of Charles Fisher, 
who, for thirty-seven years, was treas- 
urer of the g' and lodge. 


William H. Smythe, grand secretary, 
reported balance on hand May 16, 1885, 
$569.07; total receipts during the year, 
833,110.91; 
total 
disbursements, 
S21,- 
738:05; balance on hand, $11,941.90; the 
disbursements include the paying off of 
the 
bonded 
indebtedness 
of 
$14,000. 
The report of the grand treasurer, Mar- 
tin H. Rice, was to the same effect. 
John Caven, Robert Van Valzah and 
Calvin W. Prather, trustee of the grand 
lodge submitted a report, showing the 
receipts from rentals of the Masonic 
Temple for tiiC year were $6,461.40 and 
the expenses. $3,882.11, leaving a bal- 
ance of $2.608.37. 
The grand lodge will 
continue in session throughout to-mor- 
row. 


THE TRIER 1>ITCH. 


Thé Case is Reversed by the Su- 
preme Court. 


The supreme court yesterday reversed 
the case of Paul Trier vs. Henry Dre- 
tert, appealed from the circuit court. 
The case has been in the courts for 
five 
years, and involves the Trier ditch in 
Adams township. 
Judge Niblack's de- 
cisions are, "In a proceeding to estab- 
lish a ditch, the petition, notice and re- 
port of viewers and proceedings of the 
board of 
commissioners theretofore es- 
tablishing and operating a ditch on the 
same ground on which the contemplated 
new ditch was to be constructed, for the 
purpose of showing the width and depth 
of such ditch and the assessments which 
had been made were offered in evidence, 
but excluded.

have been medical students from Lyons, 
Phelps, and Newark.

British Races. 


Dr. John Beddoe has published the 
resalts of th.rty years' study of the 
races -which make up the population of 
Eritain. 
He takes county by county 
from the Shetlands to C orn'wall and 
examines all available statistics after 
personal acquaintance with the inhab- 
itants, measuring heads and noting the 
color of skin, hair, and eyes. He places 
f^reat reliance on the latter, thinking 
that "the color of the liair is so nearly 
permanent in races of men as to be 
fairly trustworthy evidence in matters 
of ethnical descent; and that nearly as 
much may be said for the color of the 
eyes." 
Artists will find a curious con- 
clusion in his voLime—namely: that 
the darker-skinned portion of the pop- 
ulation of Britain is gaining on the 
blonde. 
He holds that the Gaelic and 
Iberian races of the West, mostly dark- 
haired, are tending to swamp the Teu- 
tonic of England by a reflex emigration. 
This may account for the wide differ- 
ence found by the tourist between the 
average Briton whom he sees and the 
typical Briton of the pictures.

m a j o r i ^ ^ 
Tisitors to a picture gallery take terrific 
paiM to conceal their ignorance. 
They 
never looked so knowing in their lives nor 
knew so little, as a general thing. 
They 
enter with catalogue in band and faces hard 
set, ready to die for what they don't know, 
if need be. 
Nowhere else on the green earth 
do they wear countenances so forbidding. 
This is to prevent any one from susjwcting 
that they are not infallible critics of every- 
thing in the nature of art, from the 
Louvre 
to a Christmas card. 
The stout nuddle-aged 
woman, flanked by a row of slim daughters, 
comes in, adjusts her gold-rimmed eyeglasses, 
tips her nosd in the air and pronounces judg- 
ment as she goes along. 
This picture 
is 
"absurd," that one has "false 
coloring," 
another contains a bit of water worth prais- 
ing, and still another has "a fine eflfect," 
whatever that may be. 
The daughters are 
impressed. Their opinion of mamma's acute- 
ness is confirmed. 


A young man in a shooting jacket makes 
the rounds looking neither to the right nor 
left 
He frowns dreadfully all the time; 
evidently one of his ways of appearing en- 
grossed. 
He dabs forward, ^ t s close to a 
picture and squints at it with his eye an 
inch and a half from the canvas, and frowns 
more and more. 
Something in its technique 
does great violence to his tasta 
Some of 
the lookers-on who are seated and watching 
the others at their ease put him down as a 
painter with no end of taste and knowledge 
to be outraged by crude daubers. 
If they 
could follow him home and learn that he is a 
night waiter in a fashionable 
restaurant, 
who is spending his bit of daylight time in 
delicious pretension, they might change their 
minds. 


Over-dressed women, who hang to "hubby'^ 
arm through the entire run of the galleries, 
are 
always lavish with 
their 
criticism. 
"Hubby" winces sometimes and looks around 
a Jittle nervously to see whether anyone is 
overhearing. 
The majority of visitors to a 
picture exhibition seem to think they are 
there to find fault. 
Very few realize that 
the whole purpose of the exhibilion is to give 
pleasure, 
while advancing 
art. 
Curious 
thing, but the desire to criticise seems most 
fully developed in the ignorant 
The more 
one knows about anything the more does he 
comprehend the difficulties of the worker. 


The exhibition of paintings has just closed 
at the National Academy of Design. Among 
the pictures whose subjects appealed to the 
American heart most was one entitled "Dec- 
oration Day," by Carl Hirschberg, a Prus- 
sian, a pupil of the National Academy, with 
a Parisian experience. 
It is a scene in a 
country graveyard, with little girls decorat- 
ing the grave of an unknown soldier. 
The

the composition-

of veterans, officers and soldiers, and a band 
of music are to be seen.

Many a soldier 
paid homage to it. thinking of other graven 
that will be flowerless on this Decoration 
day. 


The Assyrian Monarch sailed out of port 
recently, carrying a heavy freight of Salva- 
tion soldiers. 
A convention of the army is 
soon to be held in England, and the English 
branch of the army in this country sent a 
number of delegates.

style and luxury in the first cabin, nor in un- 
pretentious comfort in the second.

went forth without script or staff. 
A few 
eating utensils, their bedding, and extremely 
small bundles representing their 
personal 
effects were their only baggage. 
The ship 
sailed at 3 o'clock in the morning, so they 
went on board the night befora 
An ex- 
tremely picturesque assortment of passen- 
gers were they, but fired with stron? pur- 
pose and full of trust and happiness. . Money, 
they probably had none, and needed none. 
On English soil, where the Salvation Army 
came into existence, other Salvationists are 
ready to shelter and feed them. 
Like the 
early Christians, thèy go forth trusting and 
are cared for. 
They ring more bells and 
sing louder, probably, but they 
resemble 
them in their methods. 


A curious and dramatic feature of life are 
they in New York, with their straggling 
processions, 
their night time 
songs 
and 
noises, their street corner congregations and 
noon time meetings in the business quarters 
of the city. 
The rush of life goes on, but 
the Salvation Army grows apace,

As 
long as its face is toward the sun—the sun of 
spiritual truth—that long is there hops that 
the Solvation Army will one day reach a 
plane where it will command the respect of 
all.

SALARIES OF OFFICERS. 


An ordinance fixing the salaries of the city 
officers and employes of the city of Fort 
Wayne for one year, from May, 1886, to May, 
18H9. 


Section 1. Be it ordained 
by the common 
council of the city of Fort Wayne, that the 
salaries of the officers' and employes of the 
city of Fort Wayne, Indiana, be, and the same 
are he'-eby fixed as follows: 


To the tnayor, the sum of seventeen hundred 
dollare {?1,7C0) and such fees as are allowed by 
the citv charter only. 


To the citv clerk, the sum of twenty-three 
hundred and fifty dollars (f2.a50) and fees per 
annum, and said clerk shall perform every 
duty pertaining to his office, including the 
making of the tax duplicates for the year 
1886. 


To the c'tv treasurer, the sum of twenty-five 
hundred dollars ($2,^00) per annum, on fees, 
andr. per cent on all taxes collected than those 
due for the current year. 


To the city asse sor, the sum of six hundred 
dollars i?600) per annum. 


To each and every deputy assessor, the sum 
of two dollars (f2) per day of eight hours, for 
the time he may be necessarily and actually 
employed. 


To the street commissioner, the sum of 
twelve hundred dollars (f 1.200) per annum 


To the civil eneineer the sum of forteen hun- 
dren dollars (fl.400> per annum. 


To the city marshal, the sum of eleven hun- 
dred dollars ff 1,100) per annum. 


To the deputy marsha's. the sum of sixty 
dollars (f60) per month each. 


To the cifv attorney, the sum of fifteen hun- 
dred dollars (?1.500) per annum. 


To the chief engineer of the fire deoartment 
the sum of twelve hundred dollars (f 1,200) per 
annum. 


To the trustees of the water works, one hun- 
dred and fifty dollars ($150) per annum, each, 
for all services performed by them as such 
trustees of tho water works. 


To the market master, the sum of two hun- 
dred dollars (5200) per annum. 


To the assistant civil engineer, the sum of 
seventy dollars ($70) per month. 


To the secretarv of th" executive committee 
of tbe board of health, five hundred dollars 
(f.')00) per annum. 


To the chief of police, the sum of nine hun- 
dred dollars (fOOO) per annum. 


To the eisrhteen patrolmen, the sum of two 
dollars (f2) per day for every day of service. 


To the wood measurer, the sum of sixty dol- 
lars (f60) ner month. 


To the lieutenant of police, tho sum of sev- 
enty dollars if7n) per month. 


To the supervisor of streets, the sum of two 
dollars ($2) per day for a<'tual service. 


To tho pound master, the sum of one do'lar 
($1) per day for each day of service, and fees 
of 25 cent« for each animal impounded and 
fine collected. 


To each member of the common council, the 
sum of two dollars (|2) per each attendance 
and two dollars and seventy-flv»- cents (S2.75) 
per day for committee dnries when actually 
engaged, provided no member of the council 
shall receive for one yenr for his services a 
greater sum thun one huudred and fifty dol- 
lars. 


Section 2. All salaries annually, monthly and 
per diem shall be paid in city orders at par. 


Section 3. This ordinance shall be in force 
from and after its passage. 


Section 4. That all ordtnanc<'g in ronfiect 
with the provisions of this ordinance be, and 
the same are hereby repealed. 


Section 5. Done at the council chamber of 
the city of Fort Wayne this 25th day of May, 
1885.

MAYOR MUHLER'8 
ADDRESS. 


Gentlemen of the Council: 


Whi'e it has not been customary for my 
predecessors to submit an annual message to 
the council, T feel that a few susrgostlons 
would not be inappronriate at the beginning 
of a new council, both for the purpose of in- 
forming the new members what has been 
done in the past year, and also to make such 
suggestions and recommendations for your 
guidance for the coming year, as at this time 
to 
me 
seem for the best interests of the 
city. 


The council that you succeed have been as 
care' ul and efficient as any preceding council: 
they have managed the difl'ererit departments 
of the city in a manner that win bear favora- 
ble comparison with that of any of their pred- 
rcesso'-s. I can truthfully sav for them that 
they have given the affairs of the cltv careful 
and strict attention, and a comparison with 
the reports of the clerk and treasurer for the 
years 18a5 and 1886 will justify 
such state- 
ment. 


While it will not be possible at this time to 
make an accurate comparison with the preced- 
insr 5'ear, on account of the taxes being col- 
lected in two installments for the 
first 
time 
this vear: vet the reports of the clerk and 
treasurer for the months of April, 1885 and '89 
will give you a verr »rood Idea of the 
financial 
condition of the city now. as compared 
with 
one year auo. On the first day of May, 1885, 
the total bonded debt of the city was $818,000, 
and the floating debt was fSW.HO, making a to- 
tal debt of »818,34tt.30. On the first dav of May 
1886. the total bonded debt was $815,000 and the 
floating debt was $268.72, making a total debt 
of $815,268.73, a net decrease in the debt of 
$3,080.58, On the first day of May. 1886, the 
city had cash on hand, $128,850.51. On the first 
day of May. 1886. the amount of cash In the 
treasury was $129.850.51, an increase in cash ol 
$985.67, or $4,066.25 net increase in the past 
year., On the first day of May, 1885, all the 


taxes had been collected; on the fltst day 
May, 1886, only the first installment had been 
collected. While it is true that a grreat many 
f 
>ay their taxes in full on the first installmejit, 
t would be safe to say that between $40,000 
and $50.000 remain to be collected on the last 
installment, which, added to the net decrease. 
$4,066.25. will show how much better thefinan- 
ces stand than they did one year ago. besides, 
$14,387.56, is in the water works fund, which, 
bt^ing a separate fund, does not appear In the 
clerk's and treasurer's monthly reports. 


f)ur bonded indebtedness amounts at pres- 
ent to $«15.000, bearing interest at the rate of 
5, ^Vi and 6 per cent. During the present year 
$67,0i>0 of the bonds known as ihe Grand Rap- 
ids and Indiana railroad will mature, and, also, 
$4,000 of refunding bonds, and will have to be 
pre \ided for. I feel confident ta saying that 
the present very satisfactory state of our fi- 
nances will enable the city to redeem them 
all, thereby saving the city annually $ 4 , ^ In 
Interest. 
In «'ctober, 1888, November, 1888, 
and January, 1898, there will mature $299.000 
of the bonded indebtedness of the city, $99,- 
000 of w bich are Fort Wayne. Muncle and Cin- 
cinnati rail load bonds, $100,000 of the C. R. & 
F. W. railroad bonds, and $100,000 of the Fort 
Wayne, Jackson and Saginaw railn^ad bonds. 
As all of them mature within the space <if 
three months of each other, they will all have 
to be provided for at the same time. 
I cail 
your attention to these bonds at ihe present 
time on account of the la™ approved by the 
general assembly, March 1, J881, requiring 
cities and towns to pay after two years, in an- 
nual installments, not exc« eding in all the 
perioil or fifteen years, all obligations madti 
under said act. Section 2 of the said a* t re- 
quires thecommon council to add to the tax 
duplicate annually a levy sufficient to pay the 
yearly interest on said bonds and to provide a 
sinking fund for the liquidation of tbe princi- 
pal thereof as they becomo due. 
This would 
compel the city, in addition to paying the in- 
terest, to tnake an annual levy after two 
years of $23.<'00 to meet these bonds as they 
fall due, and could not be sold at nearly as 
low a rate of inrerest as a bond 
running 
twenty years. 
I fee! confident that the good 
financial 
standing of the city will enable us to 
sell these bonds at a rate of interest not ex- 
ceeding 4 per cent, and turther reduc ng the 
interest $6.000 annually. 
And for the purpose 
of prevailing upon the general assembly to so 
amend the act of IbSl, I would recommend 
the citi take the proper steps to bring the 
matter beforp the next session of the general 
assembly. Th's would enable the city to meet 
every other obligation with ease and 
make 
such improvements as our growing city de- 
mands. 
In this conreetion I would say also 
that our water works for the past year have 
more than vxceeded our expectations, as they 
now have a sufficient revenue lo pay tbe run- 
ning expenses and inten st on the bonds, re- 
lieving the city of $15,5t6() in interest. 
Good 
and careful management for the next two 
years will enable the city to cu 
down the in- 
terest to less than one half the amount non- 
paid, and pay the principal as fast as it ought 
to be pa-d. The bonded ndebt edness of the 
city is all payj-ble outside the city and in my 
judwment oui:ht not to be paid loo i apidly. I 
believe the payment of the debt maturing this 
year is all that ought to be done f«,r some 
time, and the surplus money applied to the 
improvement of.-tr«et9, the distribution of 
the fire d partment, the biiiidinglot a city hall, 
the iniproiement 
of 
parks or left in the 
pockets of the peop e. 


Our citj- oilers aiivantages that few cities 
possess, which make it a desirable place of lo- 
cation for any elass of manufacturers. 
No 
better class of mechanics can tie found in any 
city of the Union; most of them have 
their 
own homes and take a deep interest in the 
welfare of the city. 
We possess good and 
well attended schools and churches and 
all 
else that tends to make a happy and contented 
people. 


Lately our people are awakening to the ne- 
cessity of public parks, as affording opportu- 
nities to the mechanic as vel! as others to 
to take his family on the Sabbath day. and 
enjoy in their company in the shade and pure 
out door air, that would thereby be alToided 
a day of rest and peace. Now that McCulloch 
park is an assured fhct, T trust that the coun- 
cil will make tvery reasonable effort to have 
it opened to the public as soon !is practicable, 
so as to comply 
w ith the term,< of the deed 
and K-ive the public the bei)eflt thereof. 
Per-^ 
t i n e n t o f i h e »ubject I sugsrest ihnt a proper 
portion of the old c t y park in the Ninth ward 
be set off ai.d dedicated as a public park for 
the benefit of all citizens living In that or any 
other part of the city, as was sugifested by 
Councilman Kensiil last year. There i s a h o a 
triangular p eceof land lying just ea.-t of H»»r- 
merand south of Maumee road that could be 
made into a beautiful park and ought to be if 
the same could be reasonably 
acquired; 
or 
some public spirited citizen might donate it 
for ciuch worthy purposes, which, with 
the 
beautifying of the reservoir grounds, upon its 
completion, will give to our peopie four beau- 
tiful parks, situated in such places as toaiford 
a resort for all of our people. 


In accordrtuce with my previous message, 
and as supported by the recommendations of 
the fire chief and committee on -fire depart- 
ment, I am in favor of the continued treneral 
distribution of the fire department. 
The new 
engine house in tho Seventh ward, equ pped 
and managed as it is, gives ample protection 
to property in that quarter, and I now recom- 
mend that a suitable place be provided in the 
Ninth ward for the erection of such engine or 
reel house as the council may deem proper to 
build. 


In relation to our streets. I have some sug- 
gestions to make. 
It i i the opinion of many 
that the width of roadway in the rfsidence 
portion of th • city is immensely wide, that the 
<iverage width from curb to curb is forty-two 
feet, whereas unly thirty feet is necessary for 
carriage drives. 
I recommend that a test of 
this suggestion be soon made. 
Let the curbs 
be set cfoser together, the streets graded to a 
thirty feet drive. This will give a large por- 
tion of the street on each side for a lawn or 
park, which should be nicely sodded. In Grand 
Kaplds, Toledo, Chicago, Buffalo and 
other 
cities visited by myself and members of the 
old council, the experiment has been tried and 
the citizens, as a matter of both beauty and 
health, have endorsed the change, besides tbe 
expense in building, repairing and cleaning is 
one-third less. 


A complaint of manv yeai-s standing has ex- 
isted wiih reference to the condition in which 
contractors and others excavating the public 
streets have left the same. I be ieve the only 
way the wr<)ngcan be corrected is to compel 
those making or caus ng such exoavatioDS to 
first obtain a permit from the city civil engi- 
neer and depositing a sum of money with the 
clerk amply sufficient to pay the expense of 
carefully refillmg the same under and by di 
rection of the street commissioner. 


In the matter of sewers. Isngtrest that when 
the public work Is so great as to prevent the 
civil engineer from givin,a- each improvement 
his careful attention, that an in-^pector be ap- 
pointed by the engineer and not by the coun- 
cil, whoselduty it shall be to give such work 
as he may 1 e appointed for careful attention. 


The expense may be lawfully charged to the 
the work, and I am sure the property holder 
would cheerfully pay tbe small additional cost 
if satisfied the work for whi h he had been as- 
sessed has been skillfully and honestly per- 
formed. 


With reference to the public health, 1 con- 
gratulate the citizens upon the result of the 
lastyt ar. 
We have had some scarlet fever, 
but the mortuary reports wi'l show but few 
deatbs from that disease. 
I am satisfied that 
the board of health has been do.ng and 
wili 
continue to do its \uimost to preserve a clean 
and healthy c ty and that object may be better 
oiitained it a 1 v-jtizens lend their aid by seeing 
thiit their premises ;ire kept clean, and 
by 
their proper and prompt r -port to the secre- 
tary of the board of heahh of the names of 
an^ or all the'persons nermitting their prem- 
ises to become filthy or unclean. 


I would also again call your attention to the 
absoli^ite necessity for a revision of tho ordi- 
nances. 
I shall not take up your time by ex- 
plaining how necessary it is to have it done, 
for all of you know that 
1 would recom- 
mend, however, that the different 
ommittees 
get together all the ordinances that pertain to 
their respective departments and embody in a 
new ordinance ail that experience has shown 
to be necessary, and repeal whatever ordi- 
nances there may be that experience has 
shown to be impracticable. 


Let me now say that 1 am thankful to the 
chief of police and his lieutenant, to the mar- 
shal and nis deputies, as weil as all patro men, 
for the faithful discharge of their duty 
m 
preserving the peace of the city and the en- 
forcement of the laws. Our city is now, and 
has been practically free from crime, and I 
can safely say that for efficiency the police 
and fire departments of Fort Wayne will com- 
pare favorably with any city in the Union. 


A word relating to the cow ordinance. 
Not- 
withstanding 
adverse 
criticisms, the 
late 
pound-master, Mr. Whoenker, fearlessly and 
faithfully discharged his duties, aud caused 
the enforcemer>t of the ordinance, and 
tho 
presence of cows in tbe city s now practically 
ended, excepting in the out-skirts of the outer 
wards. Inasmuch as the restraining of cattle 
running at large has already induced some of 
our citizens from building fences around their 
premises, and as many more win in the course 
<>l' time do away wiih fenct s, I would recom- 
mend that a standing comm t t e e b e appointed 
who shall have charge of all things pertain ng 
to this department, and make such rei om- 
mendation to the council as to them shall be 
deemtid necessary for the enforcement of the 
ordinance and 
tho protect.on of 
property 
where fences have been removed. 


It is well known that the eity pays a large 
part of the county taxes and ought to receive 
some of the benefits that taxation is intended 
to obtain. I see no good reason why some im. 
provements, to be paid out of the county 


should not be made. Tou w e all ftwsr« thmt 
most of the property adjoininf brid«M It or 
little value m d oould not juatly bear the ex- 
pense of *treet Improvements, and that the 
coanty ought to improve such streets, as well 
as those outside of the city limits, inaamuoh 
as they are used by all the people in tbe coun- 
try. 
I would recommend that a standing- 
committee of the counnil be appointed to 
represent the city before the honorable board 
of commissioners from time to time aud make 
such recommendations to th*s council as In 
their judgment the city is entitled to- 
• For the ensuing year the affairs ot tbe ctty 
will be entrusted to you. That you will hon- 
estly and faithfully perform your duties I 
have no doubt. In conclusion. I can only say 
that if you will be as careful as your prede- 
cessors have been, you will be entitled to the 
thanks of your fellow-citizens.
